PARIS, May 9 (AP)—Six West 
European nations tonight ini- 
tialed ‘the draft of a treaty to 
create a one-uniform European 


army. 

The army of about 1,250,000 
men will be integrated into the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion. It will be headed by Mar- 
shal Alphonse Juin of France in 
his role as commander of the | 4 
ground forces of NATO’s-central 
European sector. 

There are many steps to be 
taken before this can be an ac- 
complished fact, but today’s cere- 
mony, which took place in the 
French Foreign Office, capped 15 
months of work by experts who 
have been ironing out the details 
of pooling the military resources 
of the six nations into.a common 
European Defense Community. 


The draft will be handed to the 
foreign ministers of the six mem- 
ber nations—France, Italy, West 
Germany, Belgium, The Nether- 
lands and Luxembourg—for final 
study. It is expected to be signed 
May 20. After that it still faces 
the hurdle of parliamentary ap- 
proval in each country. 

Four . other documents were 
initialed also: 

1. A supplement specifying the 
secret number of divisions the 
European. army hopes to have, 
and other classified details. It is 
reported that the army will com- 
prise 43 divisional units—i1¢4 
French, 12 Italian, 12 German 
three Belgian-Luxembourgian and 
two Dutch. 

2. A financial agreement out- 
lining procedure for setting up a 
common defense budget.

DESKS SHATTERED 
IN WILD OPENING OF 
IRAN’S PARLIAMENT 


TEHRAN, May 9 (AP) — The 
first business meeting of Iran’s 
new Parliament broke up tempo- 
rarily in wild disorder last night. 
Deputies and onlookers screamed 
at each other, and one deputy 
smashed desks. 


Trouble started when the lower 
house, the Majlis, was asked to 
approve 76 newly elected mem- 
bers. Supporters of Premier Mo- 
hammed Mossadegh’s nationalist 
government demonstrated their 
objection to two of the deputies 
by ae and pounding their 
esks. 


Some spectators shouted their 
support of the two. 


One of the deputies fn ques- 
tion, Medhi Mirasharafi, strode 
about’ the chamber, yelling and 
shattering desks. 


The speaker finally gave up try- 
ing to restore order and dismissed 
the Majlis. When quiet was re- 
stored, it met again, approved the 
credentials of 5060 deputies and 
opposed 22. Those who failed to 
win approval must be reconsid- 
ered by an investigating commit- 
tee. 


Most objections came from 
Mossadegh’s Nationalists. 


BIGGER NEWSPAPERS LIKELY 
IN BRITAIN UNDER AGREEMENT 


LONDON, May 9 (AP)—Bigger 
newspapers are on the way for 
ration-weary Britain. 

This news followed word yes- 
terday of a new agreement be- 


tween Scandinavian mills and 
British newspapers to step up 
shipments of newsprint and re- 
duce the price. A spokesman for 
the British Newsprint Co. said, 
“We have recommended that the 
government permit an increase in 
newsprint consumption which will 
permit larger papers.” Approval 
is now awaited. 

British sources said the new 
agreement was verbal and now 
requires acceptance of individual 
millowners. This is regarded as 
These sources said 
the agreement calls for shipment 
of 73,000 tons of Scandinavian 
newsprint in the second half of 
this year—about 25,000 more tons 
than were earmarked for the first 
half of this year. The Scandi- 
navians agreed to reduce the price 
from 70 pounds ($196) a ton to 
5¢ pounds ($140). 

More newsprint will also be 
available from Canada, it was 
learned. 


U.S., BRITAIN GIVE 
ITALY SEVERAL TOP 
POSTS IN TRIESTE 


LONDON, May 9 (UP)—Britain, 
the United States and Italy signed 
‘an agreement today giving Italy a 
number of high posts in the civil- 
ian administration of the Anglo- 
American zone of Trieste free

PIAUS, Brazil, May 9 (UP)—A 
Brazilian parachute squad left.to- 
day to jump into the eentral Bra- 
zilian area where a Pan Ameri- 
cah Airways Stratocruiser crashed 
April 29, killing all 50 persons 
aboard. The parachutists will pre- 
pare for the arrival of two land 
expeditions and will hack out 
clearings in the wreckage area to 
permit helicopters to land. They 
are armed for protection against 
animals or hostile Indians. 

An expedition organized by the 
air line plans to hack its way 
through more than 30 miles of

“Suppose we said 
it may be true that the Immigra- 
tion Service acted unwisely in se- 
lecting Mrs. Sentner as one of the 
first to start with under the terms 
of the McCarran Act. 

“What can we do? The act says 
clearly that any alien who be- 
longed to such an organization 
can be deported, and your wife is 
therefore deportable. The law is 
simple and clear, whether we 
agree with it or not.” 

He added gently that Sentner 
appeared to be attacking the wis- 
dom of the law itself, but this was 
a matter beyond the jurisdiction 
of the board. 

To this Sentner replied that in 
the interest of preserving true 
democracy, the board had it with- 
ih its power to stop the deporta- 
tion.

St. Louisans probably will pay 
taxes of $2.89 on each $100 of 
assessed value of real estate and

WHOLESALE PRICES 
UP 0.1 PCT. IN WEEK; 
FOODS EXTEND RISE 


WASHINGTON, May 9 (UP)— 
The Government today reported 
the first increase in six weeks 
in average wholesale prices and 
said retail food prices are con- 
tinuing a rise begun in February. 

Wholesale prices rose one-tenth 
of 1 per cent in the week ended 
last Tuesday to-111.3 per cent of 
the 1947-49 average, the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics said. The 
wholesale index, boosted by high- 
er farm products prices, was 3.2 
per cent under the average for 
January 1951, when price con- 
trols went into effect. 

The wholesale index, with occa- 
sional variations, had been drop- 
ping steadily for more than a 
year. , 

A special eight-city BLS survey 
showed that retail food prices 
rose three-tenths of 1 per cent 
between April 15 and 28, under 
pressure of higher prices for 
fresh fruits and vegetables, ce- 
reals and bakery products, pork 
and lamb. The food index for 
April 28 was estimated at 230.6 
per cent of the 1935-39 average, 
1.1 per cent higher than a month 
ago.

Louis, said it was the opinion of 
members of his organization, 
which includes all of the large 
downtown department stores, that 
the absence of Regulation W “will 
help things considerably.” 

“Any government regulation {fs 
somewhat confusing to the public 
no matter how clearly it is ex- 
plained,” Semsrott said, “and it, 
therefore, has the - psychological 
effect of deterring the inclination 
of people to buy. When one can 
say there are no government reg- 
ulations against buying, it frees 
the customers’ restraint.” 

Regulation W has generally re- 
quired a down payment of 15 per 
cent on television sets, washing 
machines, refrigerators, other 
household appliances and house 
furnishings, a rule not so severe 
as that applying to automobiles 
and, therefore, not so restrictive 
of sales. 

“The fact that the Government 
regulation is gone doesn’t mean 
that buyers can simply walk into 
the store and walk out with mer- 
chandise,” Semsrott said. “The 
credit manager has a few rules 
of his own.”

The Missouri River 
States Committee, representing 
the Governors, is having a pro- 
posed form of interstate compact 
for valley administration prepared 
for consideration.

Connecticut and Delaware and 
other states have used the com- 
pact method. Instead of being in- 
volved in controversies over new 
agencies, the interested states and 
federal agencies could sit down in 
all good faith and negotiate a 
program that could lay down a 
pattern of responsibility .When 
this was ratified by the legisla- 
tures, you'd have established a 
regular legal basis for action.”

Moch emphasized that 
his suggestion concerned only 
conventional armaments and 
forces, but at some time during 
its execution “elements permit- 
ting definition of the atomic 
might” of a state must be made 
available. 

For International Inspectors. 

On the ticklish question of veri- 
fication after nations had volun- 
tarily listed war potentials, Moch 
recommended that it’ should be 
carried out by international in- 
spectors, paced to progress of the 
disclosure processes. At each com- 
pleted stage, he added, “a meas- 
ure of regulation, limitation, re- 
duction or prohibition” could be 
established.

Russia Not Naive, Malik Says. 

Malik replied that Russia was

want to give up your sovereignty 
in-~military matters.

‘Moch told Maljk:

Concealment Charged. 

The second indictment charged 
Knetzer evaded the federal bank- 
ruptcy law by concealing cash, | 
bonds, stocks and other personal | 
property after Dec. 14, 1948. The | 
perjury indictment charged he | 
lied March 24, 1949, when he tes- 
tified at a creditors’ meeting that 
he spent no more than $100 on a 
trip to Chicago in September 
1948. He actually spent $7300 on 
a residence for Dorothy Kelch, 
who said she was his wife and 
said she had two sons by Knetzer, 
the grand jury found. 

There are 15 counts in the in- 
dictment. United States District 
Judge Charles -G. Briggle, who 
released Knetzer several times to 
raise money for his creditors, 
fixed bond at $75,000. 

Knetzer is now in jail for con- 
tempt of court because he failed 
to turn over $80,000 in hidden 
assets, after turning in $170,000. 
When his auto sales scheme col- 
lapsed, he owed $2,400,000 to 600 
creditors. 

Knetzer escaped from federal 
custody March 14 but surren- 
dered in St. Louis five days later. 
His fantastic automobile sales, 
with Arthur F. Kramer, operator 
of an auto sales agency in an al- 
falfa field, were disclosed by the 
Post-Dispatch in September 1948.

CONGRESS’S OUTPUT: 
LAW EVERY DAY FOR 
THE LAST 163 YEARS 


. as 

WASHINGTON, (AP) — Every 
day for the last 163 years, Con- 
gress has passed at least one new 
law. On the average, it hasn’t 
even taken time off for Saturdays, 
Sundays or holidays. 

In all, 70,124 laws have been 
written into the statute books be- 


tween March 4, 1789, and Jan. 3, 
1952—roughly 430 a year. 

That interesting bit of informa- 
tion—startling, no doubt, to those 
doubters of congressional dili- 
gence—was laid before his col- 
leagues recently by Representa- 
tive Russell Mack (Rep.), Wash- 
ington. He got it from the Library 
of Congress’ legislative reference 
service at the request of a con- 
stituent. 

More than half this legal gold 
mine—39,073—were private bills, 
dealing largely with the relief of 
specific individuals. But the 31,- 
052 public laws—those of broader 
application—still averaged out at 
better than one every other day. 

The first lawmakers, Mack said, 
apparently didn’t get into the 
swing of things. The first Con- 
gress (1789-1791) passed only 94 
laws. The next one passed only 
64. Not until the days of Abraham 
Lincoln did a single Congress pass 
more than 200 Jaws in a two-year 
session. 

By contrast, the Ejighty-first 
Congress (1949-1950) rolled 
through 2024 public and private 
bills for President Truman’s sig- 
nature.

WO recent decisions by the Supreme Court len 
contention of the Federal Government that if a steel wage 
increase is imposed while the Government is in technical pos- 
session of the steel mills, the steel companies could recover from 


the Government increased wage 
seizure. 


The two are not on all fours 
with the steel case because of 
differences in the form of seiz- 
ure, both of which occurred dur- 
dng World War II. 

One involved the Peewee Coal 
Co., a small mine in Tennessee, 
seized with others in 1943 to 
avert a nation-wide coal strike. 
The other involved the seizure 
of 103 Midwest truck companies, 
also 1943, to avoid a strike of 
_ truck drivers. 

Peewee has pending before the. 
Court of Claims an action togre- 
cover additional money, based’ on 
later seizures. In this case the 
company is asserting a claim for 
reimbursement, not only for the 
wage cost increases in the periods 
of Government seizure, but a fur- 
ther claim for compensation on 
the ground that had not the Gov- 
ernment, during seizure, increased 
wages, the company would not 
later have signed contracts with 
the United Mine Workers requir- 
ing it to pay even more money 
to the miners. 

New Question of Law. 

Counsel for the Peewee com- 
pany told the Post-Dispatch that 
the claim for damages based on 
increased wages in contracts the 
company signed after seizure pre- 
sented a novel question: of law 
and that he had been unable to 
discover ‘any court decision to 
support it or any action brought 
by seized companies under ‘that 
legal theory. 

Peewee nonetheless, is assert- 
ing the claim and attempting to 
establish a precedent. So far 
there has been no hearing in the 
Court of Claims on Peewee’s lat- 
est suit and the question remains 
undecided. If the ultimate de- 
cision supports that claim of Pee- 
wee, it might make the Govern- 
ment liable for an enormous 
amount of money in the event 
the Government, during seizure 
of the steel mills, should increase 
the wages of 650,000 steel work- 
ers. 

Use of Quit-Claim by U.S. 

During World War II, it was 

the usual practice, when indus- 
fries were seized, for the Govern- 
ment, to require them, before 
termination of the seizure, to sign 
a document releasing the Govern- 
ment from any claim. Peewee, and 
a few others, refused to sign the 
qguit-claim and that is how they 
were able to get into court to 
sue for reimbursement. 
. Peewee’s attorney, Burr Tracy 
Ansell, said the owners of that 
mine are ‘about 20 individuals, 
men of substantial means not de- 
pendent on their coal operation 
for income, and they simply re- 
fused to waive what they con- 
sidered to be their rights. 

Purely as speculation, Ansell 
hazarded the guess that the steel 
companies might sign such a quit- 
claim, just as did the major coal 
mines and other large industries 
seized in World War II. 

“If the seizure power is up- 
held,” he asked, “what else could 
they do?. The Government would 
be in a position to say to them 
that it would keep possession of 
the mills until they signed.” 

No Support from National Group. 

Peewee has carried the case 
for the coal companies with no 
support from the National Coal 
Association and has recovered 
$2241 so far. Ansell said he 
thought the National Coal Asso- 
ciation and its members were not 
interested in suirig because they 
were operating at a profit, and 
were anxious to get out from 
seizure to regain control of the 
profits. 

In the case of the seized truck- 
{ng companies, Congress enacted 
a statute setting up a special 
commission, with headquarters at 
Kansas City, to pass on their 
claims because consideration of 
them would overburden the Court 
of Claims. 

To simplify matters, it was 
agreed that the issues to be tried 
would involve only one of the 
103 companies, the R-B Freight 
Lines of Aberdeen, S.D., and that 
the formula for settlement ar- 
rived at in that case would be 
applied to all other seized truck 
firms. 

Although the first Peewee and 
the R-B cases followed different 
legal patterns before a Supreme 
Court decision was reached, the 
end result, in principle at least, 
was the same. ® 

The Supreme Court, a little 
more than a year ago, upheld 
Peewee’s award as granted by the 
Court of Claims. The court di- 
vided, 5 to 4, but the rey go 
held for Peewee. Last Feb. 4 the 
court declined to hear an appeal 
from the commission’s award to 
the R-B Freight Lines and so the 
commission’s decision stood. 
Formula Applied to Other Firms. 

Since then the commission, ap- 
plying the formula it used in the 
R-B decision, has been settling 
the other 102 cases expeditiously. 
The American Trucking Associa- 
tion, which’ has headquarters here, 
says the 103 companies claimed 
about $39,000,000 and so far the 
commission has awarded $2,079,- 
056 to the 15 companies whose 
cases it has decided. The award 
figure includes $264,725 to the 
R-B Freight Lines.:

emergency. 

Another Factor in Case. 
Another factor which may have 
an ultimate bearing on how the 
steai&case will be decided is that 
the steel companies, although re- 
jecting the Wage Stabilization 
Board package recommendation 
for an increase in steélworkers’ 
wages of about 26 cents an hour, 
including both direct wage in- 
creases and “fringe” benefits, 
have been reported ‘to have of- 
fered, at one stage of the nego- 
tiations after the WSB recom- 
mendations, a package. increase 
figured at 1742 cents. 

It is speculation, but it is pos- 
sible, that if the Supreme Court 
should uphold the legality of the 
seizure, and should the Govern-

We can 
maintain our position and forces 
in Korea with far less cost and 
effort than the Soviet Union and 
the Chinese are making. The afr 
offensive is constantly getting 
stronger. Because it is not 
dramatic.and the results are slow 
to show, the public is inclined to 
think that it is failing. 


This is not the opinion of the 
military authorities. They believe 
that the cumulative effect will 
finally force the Reds to agree to 
our terms. The serious worry of 
the military leaders is that the 
public may become impatient and 
demand more dramatic action. 


The Reds have no more choice 
of what to do than we. There is

‘City-<dwellers perhaps do not realize that the 
farms of the United States consume twice as 
much power as the factories—that farming takes 
more power of all kinds than any other industry 
except transportation. To provide this power 
-in the past farmers have used “the wind, ani- 
mals, falling water, gasoline motors, and the 
human back,” in Mr. Childs’ words. 

They needed electricity—and used it when 
they could get it—to cut wood, to cut ensilage 
and lift it into the silo, to sort and scrub pota- 
toes, to dry corn, hay and tobacco, to spray, con- 
vey and grade peaches and apples, to milk cows 
and cool the milk, to shell corn, to hatch eggs 
and keep the baby chicks warm, to ventilate 
chicken houses, to run pig brooders, to burn 
stumps out of the field, to heat hotbeds for grow- 
ing seedlings, and for some 400 other farm 
chores, which barely begin the list of jobs elec- 
tricity can perform on the farm. 

* = » 

To the great bulk of this demand for electric 
power on the farm, most commercial electric 
utility companies were indifferent. But what 
these concerns were not enterprising enough to 
do for them the farmers of America did for 
themselves, using the same method of private 
enterprise. As RFC made loans to commercial 
companies, REA made loans to co-operative as- 


-sociations of farmers, on which the delinquency 


rate to date is less than one half of 1 per cent. 

And of course in the farm home, to make rural 
living easier, more comfortable and more inter- 
esting, electricity could bring in light and run- 
ning water and air blowers for oil furnaces, run 
washing machines and stoves and toasters and 
refrigerators and irons, add radio and. television 
to the farm family circle. 

In these pioneer years REA and the co-ops 
have reduced the average cost of building elec- 
tric power lines by half, to less than $900 a mile. 
In addition to generating power of their own 
they have created a brand new market for the 
power of commercial electric utility companies 
which last year amounted to $43,000,000. And 
farm demand for more and more electric power 
is continuing so strongly that even on farms that 
have been electrified for 15 years the use of 
power is still being doubled every five years. 

To install electric machinery on the farms, 
farmers have spent nearly four times as much 
as they borrowed from REA for power lines. 

In this fine record some commercial electric 
utility companies share, despite the majority ob- 
structionism. Among them are the Georgia Power 
Co., the Iowa Electric Light and Power Co., and 
Montana-Dakota Utilities. 

In the words of one co-operator: “In this short 
period of time we have literally bridged the gap 
between the Middle Ages and the Twentieth 
Century.” 

. . * 

This is a thrilling story. It is a story of genu- 
ine initiative, of vigorous enterprise, and of suc- 
cessful accomplishment. But much remains to 
be done. Some areas are still not supplied at all, 
and others require increasing supplies. In the 
words of Prof. F. W., Durfee, chairman of. the 
Department of Industrial Engineering of the 
University of Wisconsin: “Farm electrification 
is still in the very early stage of development.” 

As electrification makes farming more and 
more profitable, farmers will afford more and 
more modern necessities besides electricity, and 
modern conveniences. To mention but one un- 
tapped market, two thirds.of the farm homes in 
this country still lack inside bathrooms depend- 
ent on home pumping systems. 

Those who read Mr. Childs’ book will, we be- 
lieve, be filled with pride for what has been 
done, and with determination for what is still to 
be done. It can hardly be possible to doubt that 
the power line, marching along the country road 
and across the farm field, has brought about 
what Mr. Childs calls it—a revolution. It is a 
revolution which has immeasurably strengthened 
rural and urban America alike.

As things stand now, Senator 
McCarthy, who has filed for renomination, will 
get the G.O.P. nomination without opposition 
and the Republican primary voters will have no 
alternative choice. 

That means there is a possibility in Wisconsin 
of a ticket of Eisenhower and McCarthy—and 
that would not make any more sense than a 
ticket of Eisenhower and Kem here in Missouri. 
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Where Judge MeGeanery Is Right 


Judge James P. McGranery made a good point 
when he told the Senators considering his ap- 
pointment as Attorney General that he did not 
like being compelled to list subversive organiza- 
tions without guidarice from Congress. 

After all, just where do criticism and opposi- 
tion end, and where does subversion begin? 
Should one man have the power to draw this 
line, especially against organizations whose mem- 
bers may protest.that they are in no way sub- 
versive? As Judge McGranery said, this gives 


one individual a terrible chance to act on his _ 


dislikes and his prejudices. 
The listing of subversive organizations by the 
Attorney General was undertaken under Presi- 


dent Truman’s sweeping loyalty order of 1947. | 


It was strongly criticized at the outset and has 
been under more or less fire ever since. Judge 
McGranery would like to see “a policy of gov- 
ernment, not the whim of an individual.” 

Congress has not really come close to setting 
any standards in this field, except in the Inter- 
nal Security Act aimed at Communists. Yet this 
law was passed over the President’s veto. There 
isa paradox here for the Attorney General. 
Under the presidential loyalty order, he would 
seem to be expected to go farther than the Presi- 
dent later believed it fit for Congress to go.

Oil workers, averaging $2 to $2.10 an hour 
with fringe benefits estimated by the union at 
40 cents an hour more, are among the best paid 
in any industry. According to the Associated 
Press, most of them have already received the 
10. per cent increase allowed by WSB to com- 
pensate for the 1950 rise in living costs. 

To compensate for the rise in living costs since 
January 1951, they would be entitled to about 10 
cents an hour. If they were to receive a produc- 
tivity increase similar to that allowed by WSB 
in some other cases they might get 5 cents more, 
They are striking for 25 cents an hour but ap- 
parently would settle: now for 1814 cents. 

Stabilization rules, however, no longer seem 
to be the governing factor. WSB was never able 
to propose a settlement because the oil com- 
panies refused to consent to its jurisdiction. The 
companies refuse to enter industry-wide bargain- 
ing and they apparently believe this would be 
the practical result of a WSB settlement. 

As the oil shortage grows more serious, the 
important thing is to end the strike. Mr. Tru- 
man might end it temporarily by invoking the 
Taft-Hartley Act. Bat the practical value of ob- 
taining an 80-day delay on top of the 68-day 
delay which the union voluntarily consented to is 
doubtful. A settlement is much to be preferred. 
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Not a Nay Vote 

When the Neely bill to give federal mine in- 
spectors authority to close unsafe mines at last 
came up in the Senate no one even asked for a 
roll call. It passed by a voice vote and there is 
no record that a single one of the 96 Senators 
opposed the measure. Now it goes to the House 
where. related legislation has been approved in 
subcommittee. The prospect is for favorable 
House action with little or no more opposition 
than in the Senate. 

Why then should federal mine legislation with 
teeth have been delayed all these yeafs? For it 
is at least a decade ago that such a measure was 
first appealed for on this page. Indeed it is five 
years since the Centralia disaster took 111 lives. 
Had an adequate federal safety law been passed 
then, the West Frankfort horror might never 
have occurred and the 119 men who died in its 
tomb last December would be alive with their 
families. 

A share of the responsibility rests heavily on 
everyone who helped block mine safety legisla- 
tion in — allethis time. 
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Guilty, But Defiant 

Gov: Lawrence Wetherby and the chief ad- 
ministrative officers of the University of Ken- 
tucky hardly gained respect in the eyes of hon- 
orable men with their reply to the criticisms of 
New York's Judge Saul. S. Streit. The commer- 
cialized Kentucky basketball team and its coach, 
Adolph Rupp, were implicated in a series of un- 
savory scandals, and the Judge was quite right 
in placing more blame on the university admin- 
istration than on the misguided and sorely 
tempted young players. 

Indeed President H. L. Donovan and the oth- 
ers who undertook to speak on behalf of the 
university were forced to admit that “our record 
in this affair is not above criticism.” But they 
went on to say that they will rest their case not 
with Judge Streit, but with the National Collegi- 
ate Athletic Association, the organization domi- 
nated by coaches and athletic directors, which 
looked the other way when it should have been 
checking the trend toward play for pay, and 
which failed even to support the American Coun- 
cil on Education when that body of school ad- 
ministrators finally brought forth a set of rules 
to end the evil. 

This shows how deeply intrenched dishonest 
commercialism has become in college sports. One 
wonders how “educators” ever succumbed to the 
idea that, the prestige of their institution could. 
be enhanced by hiring gladiators for publicized 
spectacles. One wonders how so many college 
presidents could steep themselves in the hypoc- 
risy of persuading high school graduates that it 
is “smart” to vidtate the amateur ‘code, that the 
rules do not mean anything if you are not caught 
breaking them. 

However the rot got started, there is all too 
little inclination to clean it out. The attitude 
seems to be that “everybody is doing it,” that 
those who protest against it are just a few spoil- 
sport “reformers” not’*to be taken too seriously. 
Yet these same “educators” profess to be scan- 
dalized by hypocrisy in public life. This time, 
however, we believe that they have misread the 
signs.

New committee of American Bar Association faces difficult task 
in advising how Government can protect national security with- 
out damaging human rights; President Truman named a special 
commission for this work but Senator McCarran scuttled project.

The American people desperately want 
and need a federal policy that fairly rec- 
onciles national security to individual 
rights. President Truman tried to have it 
studied out dispassionately and nonpoliti- 
cally by a citizens’ commission under Ad- 
miral Nimitz. Senator McCarran of Nevada 
scuttled that effort and the President gave 
up. 

Now the American Bar Association has 
moved into the void. Its president, How- 
ard L. Barkduil of Cleveland, has assigned 
the task to a committee consisting so far 
of a former Missouri Supreme Court Jus- 
tice, the law dean of the University of 
Illinois, the head of 
the New York bar, 
and two other promi- 
nent lawyers. 

These men are

tory powers. They must advise how the 
Government can.keep its proper secrets 
without suppressing what the public has a 
right to know. 


They will have to study the practice of 
listing “subversive” organizations and the 
other devices of character assassination 
and guilt by association—in short, the 
whole product of fear and hysteria on 
which demagoguery and injustice thrive. 


They will undertake to light the path 
toward a policy that does whatever is le- 
gitimate and necessary for security with- 
out doing violence to the Bill of Rights. 


The job will need doing regardless of 
political developments. Even if there is a 
change of Administration, there will still 
be a loyalty program, congressional inves- 
tigations, a line to be drawn between se- 
cret and public information. Even if Sena- 
tor McCarthy is unseated, there will be 
others trying to follow in his unwholesome 
ways. And a Congress that passed a 
McCarran Act over a powerful veto will 
not be made so much wiser by any one 
election as to need no further persuasion 
toward right policy. 

Implicit in the legal profession is a spe- 
cial obligation to be watchdogs for the 
people’s liberties. The A.B.A.’s fajthfulness 
to that duty is greatly welcome. Its guid- 
ance in this murky realm of security will 
be an important public service. 


Was the Show Worth the Price?

One of the reasons most frequently ad- 
vanced in. justification of professionalized 
athletics at the University of Kentucky is 
that big-time sports “bring the school pub- 
licity.” And that’s true. 

Babe Parilli and the Fabulous Five are 
familiar to people who never heard of the 
Sullivan Medallion or root-rot-resistant to- 
bacco. But does this help the university or 
the state which supports it? We doubt it. 

It is argued that athletic publicity brings 
to the university out-of-state students who 
would not otherwise attend. The argument, 
if valid, is extraneous. The purpose of the 
university is to afford an inexpensive edu- 
cation to Kentucky students and to aid the 
progress of Kentucky by its research. 

There is prestige for the school, no 
doubt, as well as a certain advantage to the 
student. body in having a poamone tan en- 
rollment representing mofe sectional 
viewpoints. But we doubt seriously that 
enrollment depends on athletic publicity. 

Harvard, Chicago, M.1.T., Emory,. Cali- 
fornia Polytechnic all have large out-of- 
state enrollment. Yet none of them sup- 
ports a big-time team. 

Perhaps there are students who attend 
the University of Kentucky because of the 
basketball team, but the school could well 
do without them. As hard-pressed as Ken- 
tucky is for money, we can hardly afford 
to spend taxes on spectators. °

Between Book Ends 


Dean of Science Fiction 
THE ASTOUNDING SCIENCE FICTION ANTHOLOGY, 
dited by John W. Campbell Jr. (Simon Schuster, 

543 pqs., $3.95.) 

If there is arly one person who can be 
said to have had a dominant influence on 
science fiction over the last fifteen years, 
John W. Campbell Jr. would certainly be 
the man. As editor of Astounding Science 
Fiction Magazine he has guided a large 
segment of science fiction from a preoc- 
cupation with machines, gadgets, gimmicks 
and bug-eyed monsters to a serious study 
of Man and his relationship to science. 
Some evidence of his success is indicated 
by the fact that out of the dozens of an- 
thologies of science fiction that have been 
published, probably half or two-thirds of 
the stories originally appeared in the mag- 

azine he edited. Per- 
haps more concrete 
proof of success is 
his position as 
science editor for 


which capacity he 
has edited at least 
three of their maga- 
zines.

believed that there would ever be atomic 
energy or an appreciable demand for nu- 
clear physicists.

His first story, “When the Atoms 
Failed,” was an unconscious, but quite ac- 
curate, description of many of the stories 
that he would edit. Four years and a 
number of published stories after gradua- 
tion Mr. Campbell became editor of the 
not-too-prepossessing Astounding Stories, 


- as the publication was then called, and 


proceeded to make it the nonpareil of 
science fiction. 

Some of this may be attributed to a 
fortunate preference for stories that will 
sell. However, in an article entitled “The 
Science of Science Fiction Writing,” pub- 
lished a few years ago by a small 
cialty press, Campbell set out unmistaka- 
bly what he has looked for in a story. 
Hindsight perhaps, but not until last year 
when Galary appeared has there been a 
challenger for the title of top magazine 
of science fiction. Mr. Campbell’s article 
ran to several pages, but it is doubtful 
whether his discussion of what constitutes 
a good science fiction story is half as ‘ac- 
curate or a thousandth as graphic as the 
stories he has collected in his first an- 
thology. 

These stories, 23 in all, are ones which 
appeared in Astounding between 1940 and 
1951. Most of the best writers are repre- 
sented, many of which were first intro- 
duced by Campbell. By and large, the 
stories are excellent. A few have been 
anthologized before and some seem dated 
already. But in sum, “The Astounding 
Science Fiction Anthology” is bably 
the best collection of the genre ch has 
yet appeared.

The day be- 
fore the testimony of Admiral 
Arthur W. Radford, commander 
in chief of the United States Pa- 
cific Fleet, interviewed in Hong 
Kong, hinted that a blockade of 
the coast “might be a way to 
stabilize things out here.”

The latter are stra- 
tegically placed adjacent to the 
Korean peninsula.

Missourian Plants Seed of 
Discord About Growth 
ofe Harvard Ivy. 


‘WASHINGTON, May 9 (AP)— 
From Missouri came;the story of 
a single pumpkin seed which i 
duced the makings of more than 
500: pumpkin pies in one season. 

Dr. Leonard Haseman, Univer- 
sity entomologist, told about it in 
scoffing at an account by a Har- 
vard scientist concerning the re- 
markable growth of ivy vines on 
Harvard’s hallowed halls. 

Haseman, in a letter to the 
technical journal’ Science, teed 
off on a previous report by a Dr. 
Zacks of Harvard that the ivy 
groms so fast there that “you can 
almost see it grow.” 

Minor league stuff, said Hase- 
man, in effect, as he told the 
story of a pumpkin vine grown 
from a single pumpkin seed in 
the backyard garden of a Univer- 
sity of Missouri professor. 

Noting that the Harvardian had 
claimed a close to 3-inch average 
daily growth rate for the Crim-

National Victories for Kefauver 


The Tennessee

Return Engagement 


Clause Real Headache. 
HE N.B.A. doesn’t hit at the 
one thing, the one clause in 
the contract which will 

cause more public debate and 
do boxing more, harm, possibly, 
than anything else concerned 
with the match. That’s the 
agreement for a return match 
in the event Robinson wins. 

Now that’s standard practice 
and it is a champion’s pre- 
rogative when he is defend- 
ing his crown to try to get 
a quick crack at it again if he 
should lose. But it always 
causes much comment among 
fans that the agreement is made 
so that two contests are assured 

‘ instead of one. To put it bluntly, 
, many feel the “fix” is on the 
first one to insure another 
meeting between the two men. 

From a fairly long associa- 
tion with the boxing game, the 
writer feels confident that this 
is not true, but to the casual 
observer of the game—one who 

, takes only an interest when a 
big bout comes along—that con- 
fidence is not very great. 

It would appear that a con- 
tract for one bout should be 
encugh -and the loser should 
take his chance on being able to 
arrange another with the win- 
ner. That, at least, would have 
the value of stopping much ad- 
verse public comment about re- 
turn engagements. 

That, however, is almost as 
idealistic as the N.B.A. stating 
that gate receipts should not be 
‘Of paramount importance. 

Receipts are of the greatest 
moment to boxers, as they are 
to most everyone in other lines 
of business or sports, for that 
matter. There’s no use trying 
to close your eyes to that fact, 
and so far as boxers go, they, 
very likely, have a greater rea- 
son for demanding all they can 
get when they can get it than 
any participant in other lines 
of professional sports. Their 
game is extremely hazardous 
and their career life expectancy 
is shorter, perhaps, than in ‘any 
other game. So who can blame 
‘them for going out after the 
cough? 


Speaking of Taxes. 
ND surely when taxes are 
A considered, the boxing game 
\ and the boxer is walloped 
but good. Almost for a knock- 
/out. All you have to do is look 
at the receipts for any boxing 
show, see how much of the re- 
ceipts go for taxes right now, 
then consider that those taxes 
do not even include the income 
taxes of the individuals ia- 
volved and you get a pretty 
good idea of just how hard 
boxers are hit. 

Why, a boxer who, say, boxes 
one bout in his entire career 
where his share is $100,000 pays 
income taxes on that amount as 
though he earned it every year. 
That’s the way it has to be, 
possibly, but surely you can’t 
blame the boxer for trying to 
make the most of any opportu- 
nity which comes along. 

It would be illuminating if 
Joe Louis, for instance, would 
show what part of his earnings 
and that of his managers went 
for income taxes during his 
career,

RIDGWAY PREPARES 
‘TO LEAVE FOR NEW 
NATO ASSIGNMENT 


TOKYO, May 9 (UP)—Gen. 


Matthew B. Ridgway, back from 
a farewell visit to Korea, prepared 
today to leave for his new assign- 
ment as Supreme Commander of 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion forces in Europe. 

Plans for a formal transfer of 
his posts as commander of United 
Nations and United States forces 
in the Far East have been can- 
celed and Ridgway probably will 
remain in command until his de- 
parture, officials said. He will 
hold a joint press conference with 
his successor Gen. Mark W. Clark, 
tomorrow afternoon. Ridgway is 
scheduled to leave Tokyo Monday 
for the United States. 

Ridgway and Clark completed a 
30-hour whirlwind tour of Korea 
this afternoon. They stopped 
briefly to see Korean President 
Syngman Rhee at Pusan, where 
Rhee awarded Ridgway the repub- 
lic’s highest military decoration, 
the Military Order of Taeguk 
(name of the national flag) with 
gold star. The party included the 
Eighth Army’s Gen. James A, Van 
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senting a United States roll of 
honor last July 4.to Dean Walter 
Robert Matthews of St. Paul's Ca- 
thedral, British national shrine. 

The honor roll records the 
names of Americans who lost 
their lives while based in Britain 
in World War H. iIt was given to 
St. Paul’s Cathedral for safe- 
keeping. " 

The picture was painted by 
Frank Owen Salisbury. Britain’s 
top ceremonial artist. All 20 per- 
sons in the painting, including 
Queen Elizabeth, the Queen 
Mother, Princess Margaret. Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill, Labor 
party leader Clement Attlee and 
Eisenhower, sat for Salisbury: 

Salisbury, 78 years old, asked 
to be allowed to do the paint- 
ing as a personal tribute to the 
war dead.

Jean Val Jean's Miseries Again , 


It's hard to judge the Italian version of Victor Hugo's 
“LES MISERABLES,” opening tonight at the LYN, the x of 
the dubbed-in English dialogue. Sometimes the dubbing process 
is amazingly good, scmetimes it’s not so successful, especially 

in close-ups with the subject facing the cam- 
era, But in any event the fascination of 
watching the lip-movements of the actors to 
see how closely they coincide with the 
sound-track is a distraction from the stery 
itself. And the English translation added to 
violent “Italian histricnics often gives the 
piece an excessively dire melodramatic flavor. 
.. 2 suppose no character in fiction was ever more abused,

_ are recorded here to the last drop of misery, Gino Cervi is 


an. impressive Val Jean, and the camera work and the com- 
position of most of the scenes is pictorially pleasing. But 
whatever the fault, the film still doesn’t build up the necessary 
compassion for Val Jean, and is stagey in many of its later 
climaxes. John Hinrich plays Val Jean’s nemesis, Inspector 
Javert, like a walking ghost of Boris Karloff, Valentina Cor- 
tesa overdoes a dual role of Fantine, the woman Val Jean be- 
friends and her grown daughter, Cosette. 7

the American one starring Fredric March and Charles 
Laughton back in 1935. 


Lion vs. Stallion . 

Can a wild stallion defeat a male. African lion. in com- 
bat? If the question has ever kept you awake nights, see 
“THE LION AND THE HORSE” at the FOX, and have it an- 
swered for you. The stallion is one of those kings of wild 
‘horses who is captured and tamed by the 
kindly patience of a cowboy, and the lion es- 
eaped from a circus, and is menacing the 
little daughter of a rancher. I won't give 
you the results, but personally I smell a 
phony decision. Otherwise, it is a standard - 
wild horse Western, done pleasantly and 
quietly enough, with Steve Cochran likable 


as the cowboy. 

The film is in a new color process’ called Warnercolor. 
From a view of it ‘in that: and another Warner Brothers 
film, I don’t think it measures up to Technicolor or the new 
Ansco color. It is useful enough on the dun desert- 
plateau settings, but thins out at times, and it seems to force 
its users to employ an excess of blues and browns. Reds, 
greens and yellows rarely appear at all, and never brilliantly, 
so the net effect away from the bright desert is drab. 

The second feature, “THE BIG TREES,” has Kirk Douglas 
in his usual heelish role as a.land-grabbing lumberman gyp- 
ing a religious colony out of their holdings in the California 
redwoods country. He suddenly reforms and leads the colony 
in fighting off other thieves, who seem to abound in the 
neighborhood. It is trite stuff, althcugh it has some good 
views of the trees in Technicolor, and a sequence in which 
Kirk heroically leaps aboard a runaway train and rescues the 
heroine, trapped in the caboose, just a hair’s-breadth short 
‘of the wrecked bridge, which is reminiscent of “The Perils of 


Pauline.” 


Warmed-Over Hash 


Like most sequels, “BELLES ON THEIR TOES,” at the 
MISSOURI, is a warmed-over hash from the banquet ingred- 
jents of the original. It is the follow up to “Cheaper by the 
Dozen,” about the huge Gilbreth family with its 12 children. 
Only that Clifton Webb, who played Papa Gilbreth, is gone, 
he having died at the end of the last film, and the film script- 
ers not having thought up a way of resurrecting his ghost 
except in a flashback. Missing with Mr. Webb is that touch of 
vinegar which lent astringency to the sentiment in the orig- 
inal, and much of his tart humor. 

We have the same sort of innocuous family album episodes 
about the ’20’s, as in “Cheaper by the Dozen.” There are the 
songs of the period, the Pierce-Arrow and Stutz Bearcat, the 
girls and their atrocious clothes and their beaux, the collegiate 
character with the bearskin coat, even the same kind of high 
school dance as in the original. But the sentiment now seems 
a little damp and tiresome, and the humor more stereotyped. 
Myrna Loy, Jeanne Crain, Debra Paget, Jeffry Hunter, Edward 
Arnold and Hoagy Carmichael are among those present. 

Incidentally, “THE NARROW MARGIN,” the second 
feature at the Missouri last week, which opened too late for~ 
review, was one of the best crime melodramas of the year. 
It was taut, had terrific suspense, was directed with some 
vivid touches by Richard Fleischer, and had a first-rate 
performance.by Charles MeGraw as a hard detective taking 
a woman grand jury witness from Chicago to Los Angeles 
on a train and trying to keep. her from being murdered by 
gangsters. A good example of what can be done on a low 
budget and without big-name stars. It closed last night, but 
you might pick it ap at one of the neighborhood houses.

Poisoning Danger 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


Na few weeks, you are going to begin reading again about 
[case of polio. If more than a handful appear in your com- 

munity, you will become anxious. And yet, last year in 
North Carolina, several times as many children died from 
poisoning as from polio. Many times as many children were 
made sick or permanently injured by poisons as lived through. 
a polio attack. But frequent poisoning attract. little attention 
compared to the relatively rare polio. 

You can do something about childhood poisonirig. 
not give it more attention? Think of its costs. 

One welfare agent found that the cost of the surgical 
treatment and hospitalization over a period of years for just 
one poor child with a closure of the esophagus from swallow- 
ing lye amounted to $8000. No amount of money can measure 
the lifelong crippling that child, and children like him, will 
suffer from such an accident. It is doubly tragic because such 
‘accidents are preventable. :

MOST INFANTS AND CHILDREN are poisoned in or near 
the home. It’s up to parents to keep all harmful substances 
out of the toddler’s reach, The number of children accidental- 
ly poisoned from parents’ carelessness in leaving kerosene, 
lye, and many other poisonous agents within their children’s 
reach is truly tragic. 

The pennywise saving of solvents and insecticides in pop 
bottles kept within toddlers’ reach is just inviting lots of 
trouble. 

All medicines should be in a locked closet. No inflam- 
mable liquids and no cleanirig or polishing materials should 
be on lower shelves or on the floor within reach of toddlers. 

One pediatrician widely experienced in the poisoning ac- 
cidents of children nominates barbiturates, lerosene, salicy- 
lates, arsenic, strychnine, and lye as the Big Six in childhood 
poisoning. Lye is particularly vicious because, even if the 
child is saved, his esophagus may be so permanently injured 
that he will have to be tube fed for years, if not for life. 
Sleeping pills, kerosene, and overdoses of adult medicines 
either kill the child or he recovers completely. 

x k * | 

IF YOUR CHILD suddenly becomes acutely ill, you should 
suspect poisoning. If he’s old envugh to talk coherently (and 
not too frightened and sick to do so), he will usually admit 
what he has been eating or drinking when questioned calmly. 

The best home antidote is milk. It is always available, 
delays the poison leaving the stomach, and aids in precipitating 
metal poisons into less harmful forms. 

You do not give an unconscious child anything to drink, 
of course. Strangling on a liquid and sucking it into the lung 
must be avoided. If your doctor cannot see the child imme- 
diately, he should be taken to a hospital emergency room. 
Speed is essential in suspected poisoning. 

Do not be upset if the doctor does not use a stomach tube 
and wash out the stomach if the child is in convulsiops or has 
swallowed lye. That is not the treatment in such -cases.

At the present time, the Butler 
home, a __neat-as-a-pin flat on 
Minerva avenue across the street 
from Hempstead sch 
with family. There is Sgt. Ervin 
Butler Jr., 20, home from Korea 
with nine citation ribbons and a 
Purple Heart; Dolores, 18, who 
was a popularity queen at Mary- 
ridge subdivision, their former 
home; the two bright-eyed hand- 
some younger Butlers; Billy, 12, 
and Judy, 9; and two boarding 
babies, a husky. nine-month-old 
boy, and a tiny, delicate seven- 
week-old girl.

ROBABLY she won't be tiny 
and delicate long. The Butler 
babies, according to Mrs. But- 

ler’s box of snapshots—and she 
takes .as many of each baby as 
most people do of their firstborn 
—all bécome rosy and robust. 
Looking over the snapshots, Mrs. 
Butler finds it hard to remember 
a favorite. 

“As we look back, something 
stands out about each one of 
them,” she says. “Maybe some- 
thing about the hair or eyes, 
something one baby did before 
the others. But each one was 
special.” 

One of the babies stayed for 
two years but ‘most of them were 
there a few weeks or months, 
while mothers were hospitalized, 
homes had been broken up, or 
plans were being made for adop- 
tion. Over and over Mrs. Butler 
has had to say goodby. 

“T’'ve gotten used it the idea,” 
she says, “but I don’t think they 
can ever make me really like it.” 

Mrs. Butler‘s foster-mother ca- 
reer began when she boarded a 
small boy while his mother was 
working. When the mother and 
boy moved away, a friend sug- 
gested she take babies to board 
from one of the agencies. Unlike 
applications for adoptions, which 
far exceed the supply of babies 
available, there never are quite 
enough good homes for children 
who cannot be adopted but are 
badly in need of temporary care.

She had 
specified that she would like 
small babies, and in August 1946, 
her first one arrived, 12 days old 
and just out of the hospital.

more of making formula every 
day than of washing the dishes.”

An “Encomium.” 


é6 HE clergyman at a funeral 
T does not receive a fee,” 
writes one of our readers, 
“he receives an ‘honorarium.’ And 
I notice other professional peo- 
ple, for instance a woman making 
a speech at our reading club, like 
this same word, ‘honorarium,’ in 
place of the good plain ‘charges’ 
or ‘fee.’ Another one of these po- 
lite words is ‘encomium.’ What is 
the difference between ‘honorari- 
um’ and econium’?” 

The two words are expressions 
taken bodily from the Latin—or 
more correctly, they are Latin 
terms. The “honorarium” is cor- 
rectly a fee offered to professional 
men for their services. This orig- 
inates in its history as a legal 
term, as payment in recognition of 
services for which it was formally 
not lawful, or not considered 
proper, to fix charges—thus an 
“honorary” payment. 

“Encomium” is something of 
quite different significance in its 
origin and irf its present usage. 
The “encomium” is commendation 
or praise, high praise, enthusiastic 
praise. The original “encomium” 
was praise of a god. It was a 
song chanted in a Bacchic festival, 
that is, in the village revels held 
in honor of the god Bacchus. 
Thus it was a panegyric, a song 
of praise. ;

Family and Chil- 
dren’s Service has 240 foster 
mothers caring for 418 children 
at present and could use 18 more 
homes immediately, especially, 
says Mrs. Myra Ferrell, “homes 
for active little boys.” 

The Board of Children’s Guard- 
ians has 708 children in 417 fos- 
ter homes and “could use 25 more 
homes tomorrow.” Fourteen babits 
are being boarded at City Hospi- 
tal because no homes are avail- 
able.

The i@eal foster mother, ac- 
cording to Nell Martin, County 
Welfare Office, “likes children, 
understands children, is able to 
accept a child into her home, 
knowing the child also has fam- 
ily ties and she cannot possess 
him completely.” 

All agencies have requirements 
regarding minimum space 
(“though we realize a room for 
every child is unrealistic in this 
day and age,” says Miss Martin), 
cleanliness, diét and sanitation. 

“They must be very unusual 


-people,” Miss Martin sums it up, 


“in that they can give as much 
love and affection to a child as if 
he were their own, yet are wi%i- 
ing to share the child with his 
own parents.” 

Foster mothers receive food 
allowances for each child rang- 
ing from $22 to $38.50 a month, 
and in addition are provided 
clothing, medical care, and some- 
times school, carfare, and miscel- 
laneous expenses for the children. 
Foster parenthood is never a 
money-making proposition, how- 
ever, and often families find 
themselves spending all their al- 
lowances and more. 

“TI never pay attention to where 
the money goes,” Mrs. Butler 
says. “If I see something I want 
to buy for the babies, I buy it, 
whether the agency allowance is 
big enough or not. You can’t 
figure dealing with children in 
dollars and cents. What you give 
can’t be counted that way and 
what you get is a lot more im- 
portant than money, too.”
